Claims 1-8 

Document 1 describes an invention that is a sheet for an embossed carrier tape consisting of a 
single-layer sheet and having electrical conductivity, and an embossed carrier tape consisting of 
that sheet. 

Document 2 describes an invention that is a sheet for an embossed carrier tape of multiple 
layers having a substrate layer that uses a thermoplastic resin and a skin layer with electrical 
conductivity on both sides thereof, and an embossed carrier tape consisting of that sheet. 

Also, in the field of embossed carrier tapes, increasing the tearing strength of the sheet for an 
embossed carrier tape's cover tape based on the technical issues of breakage of the packaging 
body that accompanies higher mounting speeds and of lowering mechanical strength through the 
use of adhesives in order to add functions such as electrical conductivity, etc. was well-known 
art prior to this application, as indicated by documents 3-5, for example. The aforesaid well- 
known art is the same functional sheet used for an embossed carrier tape; the difference between 
using it for a carrier tape and using it for a cover tape is trivial. It is clear that from a functional 
perspective they share the aforesaid technical issue, and applying this to the aforesaid sheet for 
an embossed carrier tape would be obvious to a person skilled in the art of the relevant technical 
field. 

Also, using JIS-K-7128 is a commonly practiced technique for testing the tearing strength of a 
plastic film or sheet (see document 3, for example). Of the three test methods prescribed in this 
standard (the trouser tearing method, the Elmendorf tearing method, and the right-angle tearing 
method), using the advantageous JIS-K-7 128-3 (right-angle tearing method) to measure the 
tearing strength of an end part is a design matter. (For example, see document 6.) Also, the 
numerical limits in claims 1, 2, and 7 appear to have no critical significance.
